Joseph Bagger. 4 Member of Parlia- 
ment, who appeared in his own hehalf, 
addressed. the Commission. Michael 
Davitt followed him. “He said,in ad- 
dressing the Commission, that he was 
running counter to the opinions of the 
people of Ireland, whg endorsed a 
witbdrawal from the case of Parnell 
and colleagues. He was compelled to 
the course he had taken by the two 
cardinal principles of his life-religion, 
adherencé to the truth and the justice 
and defence of the character and cause 
of the Irish peasantry. Davitt de- 
clared that, although he was no longer 
a Fenias, if the condition of Ireland 
was thé same as it .was 25 year ago, 
he wonld be a Fenian again. Some of 
the aims of the Feniags, he says, have 
heen falfilled already. The Land 
League js based on.the same patriotic 
spirit, and is fast removing ‘the bar- 
riers which prevented Great Britain 
from giving justice to Ireland. 

At the very time the Fenian out- 
rages were being committed the Man- 
chester Trade Commission was in 
session, and evidence was given before 
it showing the worst kind of outrages 


‘ever brought to justice. He denied 
the statement of Patrick Delaney, the 
convictegalynamiter, who was brought 
from Ireland to testify for the Times 
that the amnesty movement was under 
Fenian control, and accused Delane, 
of wilful and deliberate pejury. No 
agent, he declared, had done more to 
keep alive the national antipathy of 
the Irish in America than the brutal 
language used by the 7imes, with re- 
gard to the éxtermination of the people 
of Ireland resulting from the great 
famine.

The State to Prove Murder, 
a Case of Conspiracy,

The @ronin Case Opened. 
By Associated Press. } 


Cuicaao, Oct. 24.—Long before the 
hour for convening court in the Cro- 
nin yial this morning, hundreds of 
spectators were clamoring for admit- 
tance, and it required a small army of 
bailiffs’ to keep them at bay. At 10 
o’clock the court was called to order, 
and State Attorney Longnecker began 
his opening address to the jury. He 


sifting of veniremen which resulted 
in the selecting of the twelve men be- 
fore him. He defined the duties of 
jurymen ; defined the meaning of pre- 
sumption of innocence, He next de- 
fined the meaning of a reasonable 
doubt, which, he said, must not be so 
stretched as to permit a juror to avoid 
doing his duty. 

The State’s Attornev then preceeded 
to define murder, and set forth what 
were the material allegations in the 
indictment which it will be necessary 
to prove. They were, that Dr. Cronin 
was killed, that it was done in this 
State, that it was done without provo- 
cation, and that these defendants did 
it. Hedefined direct and circumstan- 
tial evidence; then he spoke of the 
disappearance of Dr. Cronin and the 
finding of his body eighteen days af- 
terwards, and said that the State pro- 
posed to prove it was a murder, as the 
resuit of a conspiracy. 

The State’s Attorney then proceeded 
to speak of the motive of the crime, 
and said in order to show what the 
motive was, it became necessary to 
examine into the history in this coun- 
try of an organization known as a 
Brotherhood, and commonly known as 
the Clan-Na-Gael. Before doing this, 
he reminded the jury that they were 
not trying the Clan-Na-Gael. He 
thought the oath of the members made 
their commands superior to the laws 
of the Nation. 

Forrest objected to this line of state- 
ment as inadmissable in advance of 
proofs. Judge McConnell said he did 
not know what would be proved, but 
warned the State’s Attorney that he 
was making these statements at his 
The State’s Attorney said 
he would prove what he had said, and 
would aecept the responsibility. He 
proceeded to say that when Sullivan, 
M. Feely and Boland got control of the 
Executive Board, they changed the 
plan of the work of the organization ; 
they inaugurated a dynamite policy, 
and implanted in the Constitution a 
clanse commanding perfect and un- 
questioning obedience to the commands 
of the Board. . The defense again took 
exception to this line of statement. 
The State’s Attorney then went on 
to say the memership did not know 
whoconstituted the Triangle, so secret 
was it, but nevertheless they obeyed 
its orders and were sent on various 
missions in England in the way of 
active work, and under assumed 
names. Notwithstanding thissecrecy, 
these men were betrayed by the Board 
to the English authorities and twenty 
of them are now in prison. This was, 
he. declared, to enable the Board to 
steal the funds, and when at last a 
showing was made, the Board claimed 
that the order owed them $13,000, 
when there was $250,000 in the treas- 
ury when they took charge. At this 
point the State’s Atiorney introduced 
Dr. Cronin in connection with the or 
der, and proceeded to sketch hia fight 
against the “‘triangle.”” He told of 
Cronin’s expulsion, subsequent to the 
union conyention; the trial of Sulli- 
van, Feeley and Boland by a secret 
committee, of which Dr. Cronin Was a

children could not inherit his property, and 
she herseif did not take his name nor share 
his rank. Thelatter marriage was con- 
firmed the morning after its celebration by

When his species of gift 
was found to be too much of a tax, the jew- 
els were omitted from the programme, but 
ihe box was retained and presented usually 
with a single piece of money inside, as sym- 
bolic of “all the worldly goods” with which 
tue groom, even to the present day, is sup- 
posed to endow his bride. The museums of 
Europe contain many of these wedding 
caskets, there being no little variety in 
their material, form and manufacture. In 
Lhe fourteenth century there was -an idea 
prevalent in most parts of Europe that ata 
wedding the nature of the groom’s occupa- 
tion should be symbolized in some way by 
the surroundings. Thus, the carpenter, in 
walking into the church with his new-found 
treasure, promenaded over shavings and 
chips which were strewn on the pavement. 
The shoemaker had a friend precede the 
jovial party, carryinga pair of shoes on a 
pole; the tanner had an untanned hide 
borne inthe van of the little procession; 
the ropemaker acoilof his own rope; the 
blacksmita was preceded by his anvil, on 
which membera of the company from time 
to time enthusiastivally performed.
